Sudden Death Disease of Cloves in Zanzibar. 
[ABSTRACT] 


Cloves constitute between 60 and 70 per cent. of the total domestic exports 
of the Zanzibar Protectorate, which is the largest producer of this commodity 
in the world. 
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In the past few years a disease known as Sudden Death has devastated the | 
plantations on Zanzibar Island and numerous scattered outbreaks, that are 
spreading rapidly, have broken out on Pemba Island. The nature of the disease 
and the rate of spread will be discussed. 

The disease is not new and periodic outbreaks of what is believed to have 
been the same disease have occurred in the past. It has been attributed to 
over 30 different causes, but the present theory is that it is probably due to a 
virus disease although no definite proof of this has been secured as yet. 

On the assumption that the disease is caused by a virus, a species of Saissetia, 
probably new to science, is under suspicion as the vector. The clove tree is 
remarkably free from insect pests and the Satssetia was the only insect species 
found generally distributed in the plantations; it was invariably associated 
with the tree nesting ant Occophylla longinoda (Latr.). It is difficult to believe 
that this association is not bound up in some way with the spread of the disease. 
The evidence supporting the virus theory, with the Saissetia as the possible 
vector, will be discussed. 

It is imperative that some attempt to check the spread of the disease on 
Pemba should be made at the earliest moment if the whole economy of the 
Protectorate is not to be endangered. A campaign to this end is to be com- 
menced next January and will be described; it will be based on insecticidal 
treatment coupled with the felling of suspect trees in the vicinity of the out- 
breaks.
